PERENNIALS — Septe  mber  1 to  November  15. 

TREES,  SHRUBS  AND  VINES — October  1 to  November  10.

late  as  any  other  planting,  provided  the  ground  is  kept  moist 
when  it  freezes. 


it  is  best  to  set  hardy 
plants  in  the  Fall.”

OUTDOOR  CULTURE  OF  BULBS 

Plant  in  a moderately  rich  soil, 
well  drained.  For  extra  fine  flow- 
ers, incorporate  bone  meal  or 
tankage  in  the  proportion  of  one 
pound  to  each  square  yard.  Avoid 
fresh  manure. 

Cover  each  bulb  firmly  with  so;, 
to  a depth  of  twice  its  height. 
Space  Hyacinths  6 to  10  inches 
apart,  Tulips  4 to  6 inches  apart, 
small  varieties  of  Narcissi  4 to  6 
inches  apart  and  the  larger  varie- 
ties S to  8 inches  apart. 

After  flowering  do  not  remove 
tops  until  leaves  turn  brown.  If 
bulbs  must  be  removed  to  make 
way  for  other  plants,  take  roots, 
top  and  all  and  heel-in  (not  too 
close  together),  in  a shady  spot 
until  the  tops  commence  to  die; 
after  which  the  tops  can  be  care- 
fully removed  and  the  bulbs  stored 
in  a dark,  coo!  place  until  time  for 
replanting  next  Fail.

INDOOR  CULTURE  OF  BULBS 

For  indoor  use  during  the  winter  season  plant  the  Bulbs 
in  a rich  sandy  loam  any  time  from  September  to  De- 
cember, placing  a few  pieces  of  broken  crockery  or  char- 
coal in  the  bottom  of  the  pots  for  drainage. 

Water  very  thoroughly  and  set  pots  outdoors  under  a 
depth  of  4 to  6 inches  of  soil  or  coal  ashes  to  prevent 
freezing.  Or,  after  carefully  watering,  place  in  a cool, 
dark  cellar;  but  don’t  let  soil  dry  out. 

Not  less  than  six  to  eight  weeks  later  bring  gradually  to 
light.  If  plants  remain  dwarf,  shade  slightly.  After  a 
reasonable  amount  of  growth  is  secured,  place  the  pots 
where  desired;  but,  if  in  a heated  room,  water  frequently. 
Bringing  bulbs  to  light  in  relays  will  provide  a succession 
of  bloom.
